nijrht, Emil Loiisch, 48, proprietor of 
the Richmond Ice Cream factory, liv- 
ing at Main and HalUe-Irvine streets 
went to the home tft Mrs. Lucy Estes. 
West Irvine street, between Seeond 
and Third streets, and, forcing hir 
way into the house, >arsued Mrs. 
Este» with a drawn rerolTer, shot her 
twioo in the left breas»t after a terrific 
stru^^le, then turned the weapon on 
himself and ton away the front por- 
tion of hio skull. 

Mrs. E.stes fell to the floor and 
Lorisch, with blood and brains issuing 
from the fearful gap in his right 
temple, extending entirely across the 
forelMad» was lytn^ upon the floor, 
l|eroes the prostrnto body of the vvo- 
anan, upon the arrival of the police a 
few minntes later. 

Chief of Police Claude Devore, the 
first ofhciai to enter the house when 
the tragedy was reported by Miss Lil- 
lian T'^'^tes, 17, of I,ancastcr, who ran 
excitedly down the street, took in the 
ritnatlon at a irlance. He beheld the 
two writhing forms upon the floor 
in an inner room, the furniture of 
whkh had been (rre«tly disarrangofl, 
■pp^rrntly by tlio struggle of the wo- 
mui^to rvudc the intruder. The re- 
vohrer was lyine nearby on the fl^r. 
("liicf Devoio rais»'d T^ori.-ch from his 

position and asked what in the name 
of the Almighty he meant by mur- 
dering the woman. Loiisch, Chief 
Devore said, uttered some unintelli- 
(ible abort sentence, and said no mora 
Re was placed upon a couch near a', 
baad. At this juncture. Patrolmen 
William Maupin and Jaek Har^, 
who accompanied the chief, and who 
were unable to gain entrance at the 
fi-ont door of the Estes home, enter- 
ed. The chief pirked up Mrs. Estes, 
who was atill bi-eathiog, but the offi- 
cer stated she died aiier breaking no 
^re than four times. 

Lorisch was taken to the Pattie A. 
Clay Infirmary, where physicians and 
surir<'ons worked until past midnight 
He has but a slight chance for i-ecov 
ery, it was stated by Dr. Hume. 

Miss Lillian E.stes, of Lancaster 
niece of Mi-s. Lucy Estes, who waa 
the guest of her aunt, was with Mn 
Estes at the time of the arrival of 
Lorisch. There were a number of 
men roomers in the upper portion of 
the house. Lorisch first endeavored 
to gain eh trance by way of the front 
door. This was locked. Mr& Estes 
who was in a middle nxHn, told bet 
niece that someone was trying to get 
into the bouse. Miss Estes notified 
the roomer and ran to lock the kitclv 
en door, and was there when Loriscli 
starode upoi^the porch. He passed one 
of the roomers, it is said, while on 
the porch in the darkness, brushed 
past him, and''1>ushed open the door. 
Miss Estes, who was there when the 
door flew open, darted behind it, and 
evidently saved her life, she states, 
for the man, who, she claims had a 
pistol in his hand, rushed past her 
and pursued her aunt, Mrs. Estes, 
who I an to another room. 

Lorisch began shooting and Misb 
Estes, seeing an opportunity to es- 
cape ran from the house, leaping from 
the porch, badly spraining her ankle. 
However, she ran around the house 
and into tha stareet, spreading the 
alarm. 

Indications are that Mrs. Estes, be- 
ing confronted by the man, ran to the 
front room, and then by the way of 
folding door entered another of the 

inner rooms, where the fatal shots 
were tired. The struggle apparently 
lasted for several minutes, since five 
shots were fiied, one piercing Mrs. 
Estes' heart, another entering just be- 
low it, and one passing through a 
dreser near at hand. The struggle, 
jiulcing from bloodstains, and the lo 
cation and position of the bodies at 
tha time of the arrival of the police, 
occurred in the corner of this room, 
where Lorisch apparently overtook his 
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The revolver with which the ahotot- 
ing was done is said to have be^n 
borrowed a few days ago by Lorisch 
from Owen Walker. It was a pearl- 
handled, 38 calibre variety, contain- 
ing flw cartridges. The first three 
were evidently used -on Mrs. Estes, 
and the one other effective one upon 
l^niMtf by Lorisdk 

Coroner Muncy was informwl of 
the tragedy and after an inspection, 
the body of UN. Estes was removed 
(o flio Olflham undertaking establish- 
ment, where it was prepared fur bur- 
ial. The clothing showed the close 
proximity of Lorisch at the time of 
the shooting, bwi^f badly powder 



burned. 

Miss Estes, of Lancaster, who later 
returned to the Estes home, stated 
there were no words spoken between 
the two to hr knowledge. She aid 
Saturday morning that she had 
known Lorisdi as a friend of the fam- 
ily for many years. 

The motive for the crime is said to 
be a mystery. Lorisch is said to have 
been a close friend to Mrs. Estes, as 
well as her late huband, A. D. Etes, 
who died*last January. Lorisdi, who 
has been a resident of the city for 
several yeara, is said to have been 
acting in a queer manner recently. 
He is credited, police say, with having 
met with business reverses, although 
recognized as a successful business 
man generally. It is related by a 
friend Lorisch recently went to ^he 
home of a friand' and picked up a re- 
volver and in^'sted upon cai-rying it 
away. It is said that the revolver 
with wbieih the shooting was done was 
borrowed Thursday night. 

Lorisch, who is aged 48, and mar- 
ried, would say nothing after he 
reached the hospital, although he call- 
ed for Chief r)f Police Devore several 
times. The chief responded, where- 
upon Lorisch would relapse into a 
state of silence and refuse to make a 
. tatement. The nature of his injury 
is such as to cause the physicians to 
believe that his recovery is doubtful. 
The bullet, which was tired at close 
nange, entered the right temple and 
plowed it.s way throuph the skull, 
which was literally cracked entirely 
acres the forehead. Large pieces of 
skull were removed by the surgeons. 
Dr. Gibson, one of the attending sur- 
geons, stated tlie effect of the bullet 
w :ts one of the BOflt peculiar he had 
ever .seen. 

Mrs. Lucy Estes, who was 42 years 
old, had been a resident Off the dty 
for years, and was well and poiMllar- 
ly known. She was recognised as a 
business woman of no mean ability, 
this fact developing since the death 
of her husband. She was the owner 
of considerable business and residence 
property in Richmond. She is sur- 
wi wt 4 by titvee bretiieTB aad ihree sis- 
ters. Most of her relatives are from 
Garrai'd county, where she was bom 
and raised:* 

News of the tragedy was sent to a 
number of relatives late Friday night 
and one of the first arrivals was Mrs. 
Nannie Cornett, mother of Mrs. Estes 
from Paint Lick. She is suffering 
as a result of the shock; however, has 
been in attendance at the home of her 
daughter since a late hour Friday 
night 

William CornetJt and Bud Cornett, 
brothers of the unfortunate woman, 
arrived in Riehmond eariy Saturday 
moi-ninp. J. A. Estes, of Waco, a 
brother-in-law of Mrs. Estes, the 
murdered woman, and brother to her 
late hu.sband, was one of the first rel- 
atives to arrive. He stated that while 
he was assured of the friendship be- 
tween the family of Mrs. Estes and 
the Lorisch family, he could assign no 
reason for the tragedy, unless it was 
a mental strain as a result of the al- 
leged financial reverses said to have 
been suffered by Lorisch recently, and 
whose condition mentally has been 
questioned by several of his friends 
during the past week or two. 

At the time of this edition no ar- 
rangements' had been made for the 
funeral, alUiough it was giren out by 
realtives that it would in all proba- 
bility be conducted Sunday. 

Mrs. Estes was preparing to go to 
St. Louis for an extended visit to rel- 
atives and friends. 

Lorisch came to America from 
Germany when he was 18 years of 
age, 30 years ago, at X^e instigation 
of a man named Viennan, restaur- 
anter. Lohrisch worked for the lat- 
until Vierman's death, aft^ which ho 
went to Mt. Sterling, where he spent 
three years, returning , to Richmond. 
His first busines was the restaurant 
busine here. He wa later ?Ji ageni 
for a beer company, land again went 
in businesB ior himself. Mrs. Loh- 
risch is prostarated over the affair and 
was unable to talk of the tragedy 
Saturday. 

Saturday afternoon at a late houi 
Lohrisch's condition was unchanged. 
Reaction had not set in. There is 
little, if any, chance for his recovery, 
the phyaidaaa gfiwioat Saturday af' 
temoon. • 

At 3:80 o'clock Saturday afternoon 
Lohrisch wasi regaining more of a 
normal temperature. However, the 
physicians believe this is short-lived- 

The funeral of Mrs. Estes will take 
place at the First Christian church, 
Kev. Dr. Carpenter officiating. Inter, 
ment at Richmond cemetery. 

Mrs. Estes is survived by her moth- 
er, Mrs. Fannie Etites, aged 75, of

Louisville, Ky., Sept. 25 — Jiulj^c 
Matt O'Doherty, a prominent at- 
torney and one of Louisville's 
leading citizens of Irish birth, to- 
day commended strongly the 
stand of Senator J. C. W. Beck- 
ham, in refusing to favor recog- 
nition of, the Irish republic in its 
present form. Bom in Ireland, 
and thoroughly conversant with 
the needs of that unfortunate 
country, Judge O'Doherty 
pres.se dthe poinion that no Amer- 
ican citizen whether of Irish or 
any other connection, can take of- 
fense at the candor and courage 
of Senator Beckham's position. 

"Everyone at all acquainted 
with Senator Beckham," said 
Judge O'Doiierty, "knows that 
the distinguisliing features of his 
character are courage and candor. 
He answers the question pro- 
pounded to him 'becomingly and 
no friend of the Irish cause s'hould 
take offense. I know the gentle- 
men composing the committee 
uin"ch asked tiie (jucstion and 
have high regard for them. I can 
not, however, believe that the 
propriety of propounding such a 
question tq the candidates for the 
Senate or House or Representa- 
tives, wa sas fully considered as it 
should have been. The gentle- 
men would, 1 feel sure, be among 
the last who would wish to give 
the imjiression of so unjust to cit- 
izens of Irish birth or descent 
that their course in American pol- 
itics is to be controlled in any 
measure by conditions or ques- 
tions ther than those immediate- 
ly affecting American' interests. 
The people of Ireland or of Eng- 
land need no new assucance as to 
the sentiment or feeling of the 
United States, or their represen- 
tatives on the Irish question. The 
public sentiment of this cnntry. 
iu thout regard to party, is no\v 
and has been from .the beginning, 
overwhelmingly on the side of 
Ireland in her centuries' struggle 
for independence, just as the sen- 
timent and puidic opinion of Fre- 
land were overwhelmingly on the 
sifk of the colonies during their 
struggle. 

"But when a candidate for the 
Senate of the United States was 
asked whether in a given contin- 
gency, he would cast a vote w hich 
under the existing circumstances, 
might, as Senator Beckham point- 
ed out. involve this country in 
war with a foreign power, there 
was but one possible answer tr) 
the question. Senator Backham 
gave that answer ahd so far from 
forfeiting thereby the good .)i)iu- 
ion. estee mor contidence of the 
.American citizens or Irish birth 
or descent, it has as I happen to 
know, and as it should do. but 
raised him in their estimation. 
C itizens of Irish birth or descent 
have not given nor do not give a 
divided allegiance to the Flag of 
our country. They are Americans, 
first and before all else, while 
aever wavering in their affection- 
ate regard for tlie land of their 
ancestors. Indeed, I am one of 
those who believe .that notwith- 
standing all the tm-moil of the 
present, notwithstanding the 
many and grievous mistakes that 
have been made on both side, a 
working agreement between the 
peoples of England and Ireland 
will yet be found which without 
in any way menacing the power 
'or prestige of England, will give 
to Ireland that measure of inde- 
pendence and control of her own 
affairs without which as centuries 
of bitter strife has attested, there 
can be no lasting peace between 
thetfi. 

"I doubt if a cotporal's guard 

of representative Americans of 
any political party could be found 
who would not be willing to do all 
that could reasona,bly be demand- 
ed of them to hasten such a con- 
summation and none. I am sure, 
more, willingly or gladly than 
Senator Beckham. The great 
need of the present day is men 
like Senator Beckhatn with the 
courage of their convictions."

At another time, witiie.s.s cani'' hnnio 
from I..oxinf;ton, and found a nr.ti' pin- 
ned on the curtain in liis wife'.s hand- 
writing; saying ?lii' had uonc to the tent 
show with Mr. and Airs. Hunt Hadley. 

Witness went to the tent show and 
saw his wife sitting b.v "Ben Good. Af- 
ter. 15 or 2B minutes, hi^ ^prife saw him 
and joined him. A few minutes iator 
Good left the tent with two younsr .lad- 
ies. Ci<^<t<^ returned alone to tlie tent. 

Wilne.s.s tf)!d lii.s wife to sro bade and 
stay with th^ pfoplc .she had ooni" with. 

When the witness Kot homo his wife 
denied lieinK with Oood but later con- 
1 fessed that she was witli Good. 

Slie explained she had met Harvey 
j Lisle and wife on the steet and they 
j asked her to. go- to the show: that*"they 
i drove out to F. W. Davis* home and 
{ Kot him and they went to the Elks club 
and got Ben Good. 

His wife later connected her state- 
ment hy saying that Davis and Good 
were sittinf? in the car at the time she 
and Mss. I^isle uot in the maohino. AVit- 
no.'^.s was told by his brother V. H. Han- 
nard that tlio party was made up as 
dosciibod ju.st before. 

Later, .lime 23. ITasuard asid Ho went 
: to .Famestown. Ky.. on Imsiness. The 
Ibaby was sick with whoopinp: '•ouprh, 
jand his wife and child continued to 
stay at her parents' home. 

On June 27.' witness said he found 
scraps of 4 note in a. waste basket and 
a blotter used, at his wife's desk. Wit- 
ness placed the scraps of paper to- 
fjether, and'the note was in his wife'.'- 
handwriting. (Note was exMibited to 
the jury). Witno.s.s read the note: — 

"Ueave the with Mrs. Lockname or 

your mother and come down to Polly's. 
N. S. and B. G. will be there and I 
promised to have you there in, at least 
ten minutes." 

Witness said lio holioved tlio initials 
.stood for Nelson Strode and Ben Good. 
He found a writing of his wife's as 
follows: 

Bits Frwm Masaatae 

"Who taught you how to write such 
nice letters; how to say the right thing 
the thing that pleases the feminine 
mindr* 

A blotting paper with the name "Mr. 
Ben Good. City." was shown to jury, 
with a mirror to reflect the words so 
a.s to he legible. 

\".'itnes.s said from tlie notos and blot, 
ter he believod his wife Iiad been meet- 
ing Ben Good and carry on a- eorres- 
pondence with Good. 

He put his wife's cloths in a trunk 
and sent the trunk to her father's 
home. He believed his '«^ife bad been 
guilty of misconduct with &en Good. 

Mrs. Haggad came to their apart- 
ments and asked why her trunk had 
been sent home. He told her of hnding 
notos. She denied writing them. 

About two weeks later he told her he 
woufd like to disabuse his mind about 
any intimacy between her and Ben 
Good, and asked her to write the "Say, 
Kid," note as he dictated. She at fir.st 
refused, but later did write the dictated 
note. 

Hagsard said his wife never admit- 
ted writing the "Say. Kid" ;iote. Wit- 
ness said Rand Wright told him he saw 
his (Rodnejr's) wife a numl>er of times 
in and around Rupard-Stewart store 
talking to Ben Oood. Wright said 
Nelson Strode told him he and Good 
had been dowri to J. S. Mullins' place 
and that Mrs. H.aggard was there. 

Witness was told about August 22 or 
23, by Joe Frazler that he had seen his 
wife in ]L.exington and that Ben Good 
was there at the same time. Frazier 
did not say they were tos-etiier. 

Frazier said while he (Hag-gard) was 
in Jamestown, he saw Mrs. Haggard 
talking to Nelson Strode and that Mr. 



and Mrs. Cliarles Long and Mrs. Dallas 
Lawrence had .se^n Ben Good go up into 
his (Haggai-^'s) apartment about 8:30 
at night. 

Haggard said that Nelson Strode had 
told him that he lied seen Mrs. Hj/iggard 
in the rear seat of an a^tomobile with 
Ben Good; that Ben Good had told hint 
(Strode) that ho had taken walks at 
night with Mrs. Haggard: that he had 
been to the show twice with her. 

Witness said Strode gave the infor- 
mation reluctantly. 

Haggard was. overcome withtemotion 
on the witness stand. Re said he had 
felt that his home was broken up; that 
his baby was disgar<*ed. 

A\'itnoss Si±ia Me was greatl.v disturb- 
ed in mind during his talk with Ben 
Good. 

Haggard said later while he and J. 
A Boone were talking on the street, his 
wife and the baby came up. and Mrs. 
Haggard said- the baby was making 
"them all cry" by wanting to see her 
"daddy." He promised to buy her a 
doll buggy and they went back to Mr. 
Mullins.' 

Haggard said his wife on August 26 
confessed that she "had done wrong" 
and urged him to fort;ivo her for the 
baby's sake. They criod and the baby 
"loved tbem both eroimd the nock." 
Hl.s wife said if he (Ftodney) did not 
take her back "her daddy wo'uld attend 
to liiiTi and Nelson Stiode. 

Just previous to the killing, while he 
and Good were, in tlie restaurant. Good 
".sneered", at him. 

Witness said he was carrying the 
pistol, because he believed from his 
wife's statement, that Mr. Mullins 
would attack him. Witness did not 
know Good was in town. 

After buying the second cigar, wit- 
ne:;s .said he went out of the rei-taurant 
had turned to striko a match to light 
his cigar, and when he turned again 
Bon Good wrs "right in his face." 
struck him and .^hot him." the wltne.s.s 
said, "because I believed he meant to 
attack me." 

Witness said at the time of the'' kill- 
ing he believed Good had created a 
breach between him and his wife. 

After witness knocked Good down, 
some one (whom he afterward found 
out was Virgil Lary) held him (the 
witness) and he fired tho shots. 

Witness was cross examined by John 
n. Allen. He denied that he callod his 
v/iie bad namos or that he had sti-uck 
his wife. 

Witness said he h;id not .seen his 
wifo at the homo of his undo. Gordon 
Haggard, since f he had been Hiere. but 
he talked to lier orver the phone last 
night. He said she had "escaped from 
cu.-.tody" at Mullins* home. 

Witness said at the time he had IclII- 
ed Good, he did not believe his wife's 
relations were criminally intimate with 
Good. He believed that Good had 
"weaned hi.~ wif.'.^ affections away 
from him." Ho li,-id boon told that Cnoii 
had gone to his apaitniont riming hi> 
ab.senco and ho I oiiovod hi: 'went there 
lor no good puiposo." 

He said he had gone to the tent show 
after his wife had left the note on the 
certain to see if she was' telling the 
troth. lie had not investi^ted to 
learn if his wife had had any engage- 
ment with Mr. and Mrs. Hunt Hadley 
to go to the show. 

After the occurrence he and his wife 
lived together until June. 

Witness said that his wife told him 
that her deposition in which she said 
he hud told hor to take "the damn 
squalling baby" to ho. fathor'.s .had 
boon given undo, "duress of Jim Mul- 
lins." 

Tfo said ifrs. Haggard had said she 
had been told she would "get a lot of 
money out of him." 

Witness said -he did not know if his 
wife was at home at the time Good was 
reported to have entered his apart- 
ment. ■ 

WTtness said that he believed that 
the "Say. Kid" note was not wi itten 
to Mrs. Albert Curry. That ho believ- 
ed his wife's .si.-ter and parent.s were 
to be away when the four were to meet 
at the ;Mu!Iins homo. 

Witness admitted that he had never 
-oon a note or memento sent by Ben 
ojood to his wife. 

The only information ho had wa.< 
what Nel.<?on Strode and Joe Frazier 
had told him. He learned regardin.g 
the length of time Good is said to have 
stajred -in his apartment from one of 
his attoney's since the killing. 

Witness had never seen Good and his 
wife together except twice, once talk- 
ing in front of Rupard-Stewart store 
and again at tho tent show. 

It may be safel.v said that there has 
never been such intereUt in any case in 
the Clark circuit court in many j-ears. 

When tho door.s weer opend after 
the noon hour, there was ta "grand 
rush" by an immense crowd which had 
packed the lobby. , The glass was 
broken from, the; door, women's hats 
were torn oiT and the sheriff was al- 
most taken off his feet in his attempt 
to clo^se the doors and keep order. 

Rodney Haggard resumed his testi- 
monjr. Ho said hih wife had denied 
ever Trriting a line to Ben Good. She 
explained the name of Good on the 
blotter by sa.ving she was in a habit 
of wiMting what she was thinking' ot, 
while talking over the phone. He in- 
quired why the man's name was on her 
mind. 

He said his wife had asked him the 
day before the killing to forgive her, 
and be reconciled to her. He had re* 
fused. 

Haggar<1 had carried the pistol onfy 
two nights, Tliursday and Friday 
nights. He said his wife had threatened 
on Thui sday to "have her daddy attend 
to him and Nelson Strode." 

Witness said he had had some <ii....- 
culty with Mullins shortly after his 
marriage with Mr. Mullins' daughter. 

Just before the killing Hagg-ard said 
while in the restaurant he (Haggard) 
ate a sandwich/ piece of pie leisurely, 
got a cigar and went out. He 'WFent 
to the pool room and_j"ead a paper.
